Political Movements in tlie Loyal 
Stlltea. 


Tfae action of the New York and Ohio 


state democratic conventions virtually set- 
ties the political position of the loyal states. 
The republican organizations of these states 
tendered to the conventions representing the 
democratic party, a compromise, in the 
shape of a union ticket. 
They presented 


as a mutual platform thi'3 simple principle : 
Loyalty to the Union—confidence in the 
Administration—and an unqualified sup- 
port of its war measures. In both states 
they controlled a majority of the votes; in. 
both states it was in their power, under or- 
dinary events, to maintain possession of the 
government, and to place their friends in 
nearly every department of government.' 
And yet, anxious to conciliate the demo- 
cratic sentiment, and to recognize the do 
Totion and self-sacrifice of the democratic 
masses, they generously tendered them one- 
half of the oilices to be filled. Nothing 
could have been fairer. 
Why, then, has it 


been rejected ? 


The New York democratic convention, 


in deciding not to unite, say that it is "due to 
the federal government to hold out terms of 
peace and accommodation to dissevered 
states, assuring them of all their rights un- 
der the constitution." The Ohio conven- 
tion, among other things, recommends a 
national convention for restoring and pre- 
t-crving the Union, and condemns the Pres- 
ident's "late attempt to suspend the writ of 
habeas corpus." 
These two propositions 


embrace the whole platform of the norther j 
peace party, and on these propositions the 
democratic organizations of the north have 
placed themselves and gone before tliie coun- 
try. 
Atjd yet they mean nothing more thun 


a divided north now, and a divided Union 
in. a year or two to come. 
These gentle- 


men forget that for the north to " hold out 
tenns of 
accommodation to dissevered 


states " is to accept the cup of humiliation 
and disgrace. 
What terms can leoli'ered 'I 


What compromise can be made? 
Why did 


not these conventions, in laying down '.Imir 
platform, go more into details ? Has tin- 
south not been "assured of all their rights 
under the constitution ?'' 
In fact, what has 


the government been doing for the past year 
but giving these very assurances ? 
The re- 


publican leaders have covered themselves 
fill over with such pledges. 
Mr. Seward in 


his senatorial speech—Mr. Cameron repeat- 
edly as senator—and in fact, every repre- 
sentative republican, without even e.xccpl- 
ing such radical men as Mr. Lovcjoy in the 
house, or Mr. Sumiier in the senate, juincd 
in the declarations of the secretary of state 
am! the secretary of war. 


Tiie President in his inaugural gave the 


south the most abundant assurances of his 
kindness to the south, and his respect fur 
their rights. The first duty the administra- 
tion assumed wax an attempt to negotial': 
'•terms of accommodation," and they were 
carried forward with eari^stnc^s and good 
faith by the President and his cabinet, un- 
t i l l the unprovoked assault upon Fort Sum 
trr assured the nation that the only "terms 
of accommodation " the soulh entsrtr.inrd 
were the cannon of Fort Moultrie and Mor- 
ris Island. 
In a spirit of haughty disdain 


they told the north that the only terms tuny 
could accept would be a complete surrender 
on the part of the north, the evacuation of 
the capital, the disgrace and annihilation of 
the republic. 


Are these the ''terms of accommodation" 


which the New York dorr.ocr.-icy proposes ? 
There can be 1:0110 other. 
Tho south is in 


earnest, and th(:y have proved theirearnest- 
necs at Charleston and itannssas. 
We may 


assure them of every prssible right the con- 
stitution bestows, and they would most cer- 
tainly hold the bearer of the " assurances " 
a prisoner of war, and go on building their 
cntrpnchments w i t h i n a morning's march 
of Washington City. 
Their ultimatum is 


a complete and final separation, and in view 
of this there can be " no terms of accom- 
modation " which will not assume the ac- 
complishment of a separation as a part of 
the treaty. Is that the meaning of ths 
democratic convention of New York ? 
The 


proposition of the Oliio convention is equal- 
ly wicked, for it not only endorses the " ac- 
commodation " scheme of Now York, but 
makes an issue dircftly on the administra- 
tion, atul insisls thiit^t.ho democracy of the 
state shall couiL-mn i.he President's 
(i late 


attempt to suspend I.he writ of habeas cor- 
pus." 


ACTIVITY OF TUB MAJOR GENERAL COM- 


MANDI.VG.—Probably the most active and 
cU'iiclivo worker of tlie times is Major Gen- 
eral JOH.V C. FREMONT. 
To those conver- 


sant with his daily tasks lie appears u. mira- 
cle of energy and industry. Ou his arrival 
to take command of the Military Depart- 
ment of the West, a herculean task present- 
ed itself to him. The situation of Missouri 
had become exceedingly critical. It exhib- 
ited a guerilla warfare, secret and traitorous 
societies, arrncd bands hovering upon hor 
borders, and each of her scantily defended 
military posts menaced by a formidable and 
increasing fop. To add to the difficulties, 
the Union forces here had been principally 
enlisted for three mouths only, and this teruj 
was just expiring. 


Fremont set himself to use, as best he 


migh:, the army left him, to create and or- 
ganise :i new oin>, to form an elficieiit inte- 
rior military police ; to reinforce tho men- 
aced parts and send to them needed m u n i - 
tions of war, tojiasten his cavalry regiments 
to points where their presence appeared 
most urgently requisite, and to set on loot 
extensive preparations for an exhaustive 
campaign thro'tho valley of tin: Mississippi. 


That the army iu tire southwest was not 


sooner reinforced, \ve understand to be in 
no respect owing to any failure on the part 
of the M;ijor General commanding. 
Gen. 


Lynn's sil'.iatiou was fully laid before the 
v.-.-ir department at Washington and addi- 
tional regiments were asked for. 
So lew 


were the regiments at his disposal, that 
General Fremont was compelled to dispatch 
them all to important points that would oth- 
erwise be left unprotected. la respect to 
this matter, however, a full investigation 
appears !.o bo. demand, d by tho country, and 
is certainly required in justice to all parties 
concerned.— S'. J^jjii-'f Democrat.

In view of the danger which now sur- 


rounds the friends of the Union, iu Missou- 
ri, ought not the people of Wisconsin to 
make an immediate and extraordiuoy ef- 
fort to send them help ? We think so. 
Our state authorities cannot be too active 
in pressing forward enlistments and the 
formation of regiments. 


B®~ Why is it (asks the Chicago Jour- 


nal) that some men find it more to their 
taste to assail and denounce the government 
for prosecuting a war for the preservation 
of the republic, than to advocate the put- 
tiag down of a diabolical rebellion which 
has in view the overthrow of the republic? 
It must be that these men would prefer the 
destruction of their country, rather than its 
preservation. 
They are disunionisls at 


heart, or they could not oppose a war for 
saving the Union, in word nor act. 


Such STPPORTERS (!) of the government 


are not confined to Chicago. 
When a man 


is heard finding fault with every measure 
of the government, denouncing by whole- 
sale the administration, complaining of 
taxation, sneering about Bull's Run, harp- 
ing upon freedom of speech, extolling the 
military abilities of Beauregard and the 
resources of the south, disparaging north- 
ern volunteers, predicting defeat to our 
army, talking more about one reverse than 
a dozen successes, swearing because some- 
body has expressed an opinion against sla- 
very and a wish for its abolition, and declar- 
ing that the republican party has caused 
the war, set that man down as on the road 
to an open opposition to the government.

Northern Traitors. 


The editor of the Water town Republican, 


writing from Scoharie county. New York, 
says: 


" I am sorry to find in this stronc; demo- 


cratic countyL,ind among my democratic 
friends, & feeling of hostililv to the war 
now going on for the Union. ' I had heard 
before I left home that there were some lo- 
ries here, but I was disappointed and mor- 
tified at finding so many.

These traitors to the 
Union are loud iu their opposition to the 
government and many of them openly as- 
sert their readiness to go south whenever 
needed, to fight against the north." 


The above is a warning to our democrat- 


ic neighbors in this state. 
If for the sake 


of retrieving the fallen fortunes of the dem- 
ocratic party, they strive to cast odium up- 
on the republican party by branding it as 
the author of an unnatural and unnecessa- 
ry war, we fear that partizan zeal will carry 
them a step further, and we shall soon hear 
them avow a willingness to join the south- 
ern armies. 
Men whose patriotism is as 


unsullied as the snow, and who would 
shudder at the thought of doing thier coun- 
try wrong, may be dragged by the violence 
of party strife into the very vortex of trea- 
son. 


We rejoice in the assurance that the tory 


element now in our midst is, like the am- 
monia in the atmosphere, too slight a trace 
to estimate, but under favorable circum- 
stances it may flourish as rank a crop of 
treason as that which flourishes in more 
southern latitudes. 
We trust our democrat- 


ic friends will remember that "to be fore- 
warned is to be forearmed"; we trust they 
will desist from their efforts to distil party 
venom before it is too late. 


They well know that southern agitators 


effected the dismemberment of the demo- 
cratic party, that they did this intentional- 
ly, with tlie avowed purpose of making a 
pretext for rebellion. 
Those who have 


been for years deep in the secrets of state 
—among them Cass and Bcnton, promi- 
nent democrats both—assure us that south- 
ern traitors have sought the overthrow of 
this government for nearly thirty years. 
At all events it is a fact established by 
abundant evidence, that as early as 1854 
there were men in the senate, in the cabi- 
net, and iu important foreign missions, who 
were laboring first to secure Cuba, and then 
to dissolve the Union. 
We do not believe 


that the north is in fact responsible for the 
slavery agitation. Up to 18:20 the idea 
that gradual emancipation was both politic 
and just, prevailed throughout nearly the 
entire south; and it was only when violent 
and bigoted slaveholders began to banish 
emancipationists by mob law that the sla- 
very agitation assumed proportions which 
seemed to threaten lha destruction of our 
government. These exiled southern abo- 
litionists have entered into the crusade 
against slavery with more zeul and with 
more efficiency, because of their intimate 
familiarity with the institution, than the ab- 
olitionists of the north. 


In fiict, the republican party is an 
effect 


rather than a cause. 
It is tho natural out- 


growth of a complete revolution of public 
opinion at the south in favor of making the 
institution of slavery throughout tie land, 
the chief corner stone of the government 
and the heritage of the black race to all 
generations. 


We trust the spirit of party crimination 


will not be revived at this time. It would 
be dangerous in tl>o extreme; and if lead- 
ers succeed, whether innocently or wilting- 
ly, in arousing an anti-war spirit, then the 
power of the government will lie broken, 
and this once glorious republic will, we 
fear, be shivered into a hundred fragments. 


In conclusion we will add that we regret 


to see a party go begging for n. platform 
while there is abundant material for one in 
the administration of home alfairs—one 
not unlike the statesmanlike platforms of 
palmier days, and one which can in no way 
imperil tho noble institutions of which we 
are so justly proud. 


The above article is copied from the

entitled to pay the same as regular troops. 


2. 
If disabled by wounds received iu 


service or disease contracted in service, 
they are entitled to an invalid pension 
during life, or as long as the disability con- 
tinues. 


3. If any are killed or die in the ser- 


vice of the United States, leaving ft widow, 
she is entitled to what pay is due her bus- 
band and-a pension. 
If there is no widow, 


the children of such volunteer are entitled 
to the pay, and a pension until they arc 
sixteen years of age. 


4. 
If there is no widow, nor child un- 


der sixteen years of age, the other heirs or 
decendants are entitled to the pay clue the 
volunteer at the time of his death.

Messrs. Knowlton and Hazier, relatives 


of Gen. Lyon, have arrived from New 
York. They are going to Springfield to 
obtain his body and personal effects. 


Sigel and his regiment have just arrived 


from Rolla; also, one hundred and twenty 
wounded, Gen. Sweeny among them. 


Sigel went immediately to headquarters. 
Many of the wounded are terribly muti- 


lated, but all are cheerful.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19, 


The. call for more volunteers from the 


eastern and northern states meets with a 
prompt and willing response. From the 
answers returned by telegraph, we may ex- 
pect an addition of at least 30,000 to our 
force, and as soon as they can be brought 
here. There is no danger of an attack, 
however, while the rains continue. The 
city is laboring under considerable excite- 
ment in regard to threatened movements. 
Military regulations are made more strict. 
No passes are now given to mere pleasure 
seekers or curiosity hunters, nor to free ne- 
groes who are not vouched for. Gen. Mc-

It is kept in the field for these purposes 
alone. To aid in accomplishing these our 
southern brothers have came into ourstate; 
with these we have achieved a glorious vic- 
tory over the foe, and scattered far and wide 
the well appointed army which the usurper 
at Washington has been more than 6 months 
gathering for your subjugation and enslave- 
ment. 


This victory frees a large portion of the 


state from the power of its invaders and re- 
stores it to the protection of its army. 
It 


consequently becomes my duty to assure 
you that it is my firm determination to pro- 
tect every peaceable and law abiding citi- 
zen in the full enjoyment of his rights, 
whatever may have been his symathies in 
the present unhappy struggle, if he has not 
taken an active part in the cruel warfare 
which has been waged against to good peo- 
ple of this state by the ruthless enemies we 
have just defeated. I, therefore, invite all 
good citizens to return to their homes and 
the practice of their ordinary avocations, 
with full assurance that they and their fam- 
ilies, their homes and their property shall 
be carefully protected. 
I at the same time 


warn all evil disposed persons who may 
support the usurpation of any one claiming 
to be provisional or temporary governor ot 
Missouri, or who shall in any other way 
give aid or comfort to the enemy, that they 
will be held as enemies and treated accord- 
ingly.

In every county having fifteen thousand 


inhabitants and over, the county hoard of 
supervisor may, nt any meeting previous 
to an election, determine that two avperin- 
tendatits may be elected, and divide thu 
county into two districts. 


Incorporated citie? may by a resolution 


of their board of education, determine to 
bo exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
county superintendent. 


The compensation of the county super- 


intendent ii to be fixed by the board of su- 
pervisors of each county, but where the 
population is over fifteen thousand, the 
law provide.-) that it shall not he less than 
$600 per annum. 


Wo would call the attention of members 


of our county board to tho provision allow- 
ing a division of counties into two districts. 
It will l>o for them to determine, and if it 
is thought best to divide this county, it 
should bo attended to without much further 
delay.

DKAR GAZETTE: — As we have been out 


on drill all the forenoon, and I have just 
done up the work after dinner and got the 
beans for supper to cooking, I will use a 
few moment* now to let you know how we 
are. 
Lieut. McLean and Sergt. Saunders, 


of the 2d regiment, are here. They report 
tho boys all well there, and they do certain- 
ly look well, tough and hearty. Sergeant 
Saunders says I must tell you for him that 
although they wero defeated at Bull Run, 
they are not whipped ; and that when the 
time co men they will bo found at their posts 
ready for action. 


The movements of troops here, the num- 


ber of troops in the field, tho condition of 
them, and all matters pertaining to milita- 
ry operaUoui on our part, are kept very 
close. We drill hero about five hours each 
day, and are all ready to move at a mo- 
ment's notice. Wo are required to keep 
our arms tind baggage ready to go at the 
word "march." 
Gen. King keeps us very 


strict, nud that is ju-it what wo need. 


I must see lu those beana now, and while 


I think of it, J will tell you again thnt we 
have morn rations than wo can use. 


When wo drill now, the colonel put us 


through in double-quick time, and it id not

fur so inn of the boys to get 


their feet badly tangled in crowing ditches 
that we find on our parade ground, and 
then U3 a matter of course they como up 
lying on the- gionnd. 


We were all agreeably surpriF-.-d night 


before lu*t svt the appearance of a large 
number of Gazettes, here, and thi> way the 
boys scrambled to get u view of the local 
column U belter imagined than described 
by me.

ed, that you have u ne-it of rebels even in 
Rock county, and am surprised thnt th?

In every respect they are 
greatly superior to the same kind of articles 
furnished from New York at as great or 
greater cost. 


McKey & Bro. sent 150 suits last Thurs- 


day, ot equal excellence, and Ben. Born- 
heim will send 50 suits in a day or two of 
the same quality and style. 


We are informed by one of the McKeys 


that while in Madison he examined the 
clothing made in other parts of the state, 
and found it all of excellent workmanship, 


Mr. Smith says he would gladly take a 


contract for making the overcoats for $9, 
the material to be equal in quality to that 
ased for the coats and pantaloons. 
This 


would bring the cost of the three garments 
at the price paid under the New York con- 
tract, while in quality of the cloth and the 
manner of manufacturing, the garments 
would be very much better. 


With this experience in home manufac- 


tures, there is little probability of any more 
eastern contracts. 
The experiment now 


made has, moreover, demonstrated the fact 
that even in the question of time our own 
dealers, by a proper distribution of orders, 
can furnish the clothing as soon as any of 
the eastern manufacturers. 


Count}' Superintendent of Schools. 


By a law passed by the legislature of this 


state last winter, the office of town super- 
intendendant of schools was abolished and 
provision made for the election of county 
superintendents, at the election next No- 
vember, and biennially thereafter. 


In every county having fifteen thousand 


inhabitants and over, the county board of 
supervisors may, ot any meeting previous 
to an election, determine that two svperin- 
tendunts may be elected, and divide the 
county into two districts. 


Incorporated cities may by a resolution 


of their board of education, determine to 
be exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
county superintendent. 


The compensation of the county super- 


intendent is to be fixed by the board of su- 
pervisors of each county, but where the 
population is over fifteen thousand, the 
law provides that it shall not be less than 
$600 per annum. 


We would call the attention of members 


of our county board to the provision allow- 
ing a division of counties into two districts. 
It will bo for them to determine, and if it 
is thought best to divide this county, it 
should be attended to without much farther 
delay. 


The office is one of great importance 


and requires peculiar qualifications. 
The 


attention of the people should be directed 
to the selection of a proper person to dis- 
charge its duties.

A. White, of this city, who permits us to 
publish it: 


ARLISGTOM, Aug. 16th, 1861. 


FRIEND JOHN :—I am still at Arlington 


Heights. Military affairs are the same as 
when I wrote you last. We hear nothing 
and know nothing of military movements. 
If there are any they are kept secret from 
all but the principal leaders. Our Sur- 
geon, Dr. Lewis, has been released on pa- 
role from Richmond. There are about fif- 
ty of our regiment prisoners. Company 
D has eight: John Hamilton, J. Jones, 
Andrew Bean, Hugh Murray; the wounded 
are—Fred H. Main, Henry Silman, Oramel 
Wilcox and William McEae. Main will 
be a cripple for life, and Wilcox lost one 
eye. 
Capt. Ely is sick at Washington yet. 


A. B. McLean is the acting captain. Ben- 
nett is expecting a discharge.

From the Fifth Regiment. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16th, 1861. 


DEAK GAZETTE :—As we have been out 


on drill all the forenoon, and I have just 
done up the work after dinner and got the 
beans for supper to cooking, I will use a 
few moments now to let you know how we 
are. 
Lieut. McLean and Sergt. Saunders, 


of the 2d regiment, are here. They report 
the boys all well there, and they do certain- 
ly look well, tough and hearty. 
Sergeant 


Saunders says I must tell you for him that 
although they were defeated at Bull Bun, 
they are not whipped; and that when the 
time comes they will be found at their posts 
ready for action. 


The movements of troops here, the num- 


ber of troops in the field, tho condition of 
them, and all matters pertaining to milita- 
ry operations on our part, are kept very 
close. 
We drill here about five hours each 


day, and are all ready to move at a mo- 
ment's notice. We are required to keep 
our arms and baggage ready to go at the 
word "march." 
Gen. King keeps us very 


strict, and that is just what we need. 


I must see to those beans now, and while 


I think of it, I will tell you again that we 
have more rations than we can use. 


When we drill now, the colonel put us 


through in double-quick time, and it is not 
(infrequent for some of the boys to get 
their feet badly tangled in crossing ditches 
that we find on our parade ground, and 
then as a matter of course they come up 
ying on the ground. 


We were all agreeably surprised night 


>efore last at the appearance of a large 
number of Gazettes, here, and the way the 
>oys scrambled to get a view of the loeal 
column is better imagined than described 


me. I see by one of those that I receiv- 


ed, that you have a nest of rebels even in 
Rock county, and am surprised that the 
boys who are enlisting do not " clean them 
out." 
Were we there now, we would do it 


"double-quick time." 
We hold those 


who live in the north and sympathize with 
the rebels to be worse than the rebels them- 
selves. 


The Massachusetts boys, who are near 


us, say that Wisconsin has done better by 
her volunteers than their state, and they 
own that we are as well drilled and as ro- 
bust as they are. 


I must close now, as it is nearly time for 


drill this afternoon. 
It rains now, and we 


ill not have any drill. 
We have heard 


heavy firing all this morning, in the direc- 
tion of the rebel forts, and we expect to 
hear of some severe fighting somewhere. 


Since ttie above was written we have 


i).3en informed that there has been some 
Bghting in the region of Acquia Creek. 


As Sergt. Cults has just come in from 


the guard house, whore ha is on duty, I 
nust get him something to eat, so good 
bye.

Yesterday morning, at half past eleven, 


half an hour alter the regular train left St. 
Louis, two regiments arrived at this place 
from St. Louis—the 14tb and loth Illinoi 
regiments—and the 7th Iowa will be here 
to-day. 


Gen. Sigcl and Maj. Sturgis are within 


15 miles from here and will be in to-day at 
their encampment, about four miles from 
our camp, to the southwest. When they 
arrive, there will be in this place Gen. Sigel's 
force, numbering seven thousand, Colone 
Stevens 7th Missouri regiment, Col. Wy 
man's Illinois liith, and the 14th and loth 
Illinois regiments, with the 7th Iowa regi 
ment, numbering, in all, twelve thousanc 
men, which is considered equal to any emer 
gency that may happen here. When other 
reinforcements arrive, and sufficient arn 
munition, cannon and provisions, they wil 
again march on Springfield, with never a 
doubt but what they can hold it. 


Six pieces of cannon arrived last evening 


and troops are already engaged in planting 
them in favorable positions and throwing 
breastworks. Col. Wy man's regiment I d 
not believe will leave tins place at any rate 
for two or three months to come, as im 
mense quantities of stores and ammunitioi 
are stored here, besides this being an im 
portant point in Missouri, forming, as i 
does, a connection between St. Louis anc 
the southwest—and Col. Wyman and hi 
regiment are the ones to hold the placi 
against all hostils attacks of the enemy, 01 
account of their being well acquainted wit 
the country for twenty-five to fifty mile 
around Camp Bolla.

I gave you in my last letter. 


Two companies of Home Guards hav_

The action of the New York and Oh;o 


state democratic conventions virtually But- 
tles the political position of the loyal states. 
The republican organizations of these states 
tendered to the conventions representing the 
democratic party, a compromise, in the 
shape of u union ticket. They presented 
as a mutual platform this simple principle: 
Loyalty to the Union—confidence in the 
Administration—and an unqualified sup- 
port of its war measures.

The er.emy become bol Jer, and aread vane- 


ing rapidly in Missouri. They have taken 
possession of the town ol Commerce, on 
the Mississippi river, between Cairo and 
St. Louis, and preventing boats from pass- 
ing between the two points. 
They are 


spreading out their forces northward to- 
ward Jefferson City, having taken posses- 
sion of Sedalio on the Pacific railroad, six- 
ty miles west of the former place. The 
•whole state is also full of guerillas, who are 
taking vengeance upon Union men, aud 
all whom they suspect. 


In view of the danger which now sur- 


rounds the friends of the Union, in Missou- 
ri, ought not the people of Wisconsin to 
make an immediate and extraordiuoy ef- 
fort to send them help 1 We think so. 
Our state authorities cannot be too active 
in pressing forward enlistments aud the 
formation of regiments. 


B®- Why is it (asks the Chicago Jour- 


nal) that some men find it more to their 
taste to assail and denounce the government 
for prosecuting a war for the preservation 
of the republic, thau to advocate the put- 
ting down of a diabolical rebellion which 
has in view the overthrow of the republic 1 
It must be that these men would prefer the 
destruction of their country, rather than its 
preservation. 
They are disunionists at 


heart, or they could not oppose a war for 
saving the Union, in word nor act. 


Such srpponxEES (!) of the government 


are not confined to Chicago. 
When a man 


is heard finding fault with every measure 
of the government, denouncing by whole- 
gale the administration, complaining of 
taxation, sneering about Ball's Bun, harp- 
ing upon freedom of speech, extolling the 
military abilities of Beauregard and the 
resources of the south, disparaging north- 
ern volunteers, predicting defeat to our 
army, talking more about one reverse than 
a dozen successes, swearing because some- 
body has expressed an opinion against sla- 
very and a wish for its abolition, and declar 
ing that the republican party has caused 
the war, set that man down as on the road 
to an open opposition to the government. 
It only needs time to bring him out at the 
point to which he is fast tending, and make 
him the advocate of a " compromise" which 
would place the entire Union under the 
control of JefT. Davis and his gang of reb- 
els. 
The progress of disunion, like the 


course of sin, is doicnioards, and sometimes 
more accelerated thau the victim is aware of. 


" Who ranks next to Gen. Scott in the 


United States army ?" Maj. Gen. Wool is, 
•we believe, the next in the line of promo- 
tion, His eommission is the oldest extant, 
except Scott/s. Some say that in the event 
of the death of the Lieutenant General, 
Major General McClellan would succeed 
him, as it does not depend on dates or com- 
missions. The vacancy must be filled by 
the nomination of the President, subject of 
course to the action of the senate.—Ex- 
change. 


According to the Army Register of June 


1st, 1861, Winfield Scott was the only Major 
General in the United States service at that 
time. Gen. Wool was then and still re- 
mains a Brigadier General in the regular 
service. Since the publication of the last 
Army Register, four Major Generals have 
been added to the service—McClellan, Fre- 
mont, Banks and Dix. We have seen it 
stated that McClellatrs and Fremont's ap- 
pointments are dated on the same day. 
In 


the event of Gen. Scott's death, the Presi- 
dent might nominate the General-in-CLief, 
without reference to rank, but it is probable 
he would conform to it if the right man 
held the rank. Under present circumstan- 
ces doubtless Gen.McClellan would succeed 
Gen. Scott, if the latter should die or retire 
from the service on account of age or in- 
firmities.

A MAS AXD HIS WIFE KILLED BY LIGHT- 


SING.—A terrible occurrence transpired one 
day last week, near Winchester, Crawford 
county, Ohio. 
A farmer, named Hainev, 


and his wife, were out in the field making 
Lay, 
when a thunder shower coming on, 


they fled to a tree for shelter. Mr. Hainey 
stood near the trunk of the tree with a fork 
in his band, the tines of which were point- 
ed upward. While in this position the fork- 
was struck by lightning, and Mr. H. instant- 
ly killed, and his wife, who was but a few 
feet distant, shared the same terrible fate. 


Northern Traitors. 


The editor of the Watertown Republican, 


writing from Scoharie county, New York, 
says: 


'' I am sorry to find in this strone demo- 


cratic county^and among my democratic 
friends, a. feeling of hostility to the war 
now going on for tbe Union. 
I had heard 


before I left home that there were some to- 
ries here, but I was disappointed and mor- 
tified at finding so many. 
What struck me 


with amazement, also, was the fact that 
they were all democrats. 
I do not mean to 


say that all the democrats are tories, but 
that all the tories are democrats, for there 
are many honorable exceptions in the par- 
ty, who are not so blind with partizan ani- 
mosity as to oppose the war, as the tories 
do, because it happens to be prost cuted un- 
der the administration of a president elect- 
ed as a republican. These traitors to the 
Union are loud in their opposition to the 
government and many of them openly as- 
sert their readiness to go south whenever 
needt-d, to fight against the north." 


The above is a warning to our democrat- 


ic neighbors in this state. 
If for the sake 


of retrieving the fallen fortunes of the dem- 
ocratic party, they strive to cast odium up- 
on the republican party by branding it as 
the author of an unnatural and unnecessa- 
ry war, we fear that partizan zeal will carry 
them a step farther, and we shall soon hear 
them avow a willingness to join the south- 
ern armies. 
Men whose patriotism is as 


unsullied as the snow, and who would 
shudder at the thought of doing thier coun- 
try wrong, may be dragged by the violence 
of party strife into the very vortex of trea- 
son. 


We rejoice in the assurance that the tory 


element now in our midst is, like the am- 
monia in the atmosphere, too slight a trace 
to estimate, but under favorable circum- 
stances it may flourish as rank a crop of 
treason as that which flourishes in more 
southern latitudes. We trust our democrat- 
ic friends will remember that "to be fore- 
warned is to be forearmed"; we trust they 
will desist from their efforts to distil party 
venom before it is too late. 


They well know that southern agitators 


effected the dismemberment of the demo- 
cratic party, that they did this intentional- 
ly, with the avowed purpose of making a 
pretext for rebellion. 
Those who have 


been (or years deep in the secrets of state 
—among them Cass and Bentou, promi- 
nent democrats both—assure us that south- 
ern tra'.tors have sought the overthrow of 
this government for nearly thirty years. 
At all events it is a fact established by 
abundant evidence, that as early as 1854 
there were men in the senate, in the cabi- 
net, and in important foreign missions, who 
were laboring first to secure Cuba, and then 
to dissolve the Union. We do not believe 
that the north is in fact responsible for the 
slavery agitation. Up to ISliO the idea 
that gradual emancipation was both politic 
and just, prevailed throughout nearly the 
entire south; and it was only whou violent 
and bigoted slaveholders began to banish 
emancipationists by mob law that the sla- 
very agitation assumed proportions which 
seemed to threaten the destruction of our 
government. These exiled southern abo- 
litionists have entered into the crusade 
against slavery with more zeal and with 
more efficiency, because of their intimate 
familiarity with the institution, thau the ab- 
olitionists of the north. 


In fact, the republican party is an 
effect 


rather than a caii.vc. It is the natural out- 
growth of a complete revolution of public 
opinion at the south in favor of making the 
institution of slavery throughout the land, 
the chief corner stone of the government 
and the heritage of the black race to all 
generations. 


We trust the spirit of party crimination 


will not be revived at this time. It would 
be dangerous i:: tbe extreme ; and if lead- 
ers succeed, whether innocently or willing- 
ly, in arousing an anti-war spirit, then the 
power of the government will be broken, 
and this once glorious republic will, we 
fear, be shivered iuto a hundred fragments. 


In conclusion we will add that we regret 


to see a party go begsing for a platform 
while there is abundant material for otie in 
the administration of home aJairs—one 
not unlike the statesmanlike platforms ol 
palmier days, and one which can in no way 
imperil the noble institutions of which we 
are so justly proud. 


The above article is copied from the 


Madison Argus, a democratic paper. 
Its 


warnings should be heeded by a class of 
men found in every northern community. 
We do not, however, share in the fears of 
Argus, that if party leaders succeed in 
arousing an anti-war spirit, the power of 
tbe government will be broken, or that the 
republic will be shattered into fragments. 
There is patriotism enough in the people 
to save the country, notwithstanding the 
traitors at home ; but the north would be- 
come the theatre of civil, war, with all its 
horrors.

THE PAY AXD PENSION- OP OCR VOLUN- 


TEERS.—The following recapitulation afford., 
useful information to volunteers and their 
families: 


1. After being mustered into the ser- 


vice of the United States, volunteers are 
entitled to pay the same as regular troops. 


2. If disabled by wounds received in 


service or disease contracted in service, 
they are entitled to an invalid pension 
during life, or as long as the disability con- 
tinues. 


3. If anv are killed or die in the ser- 


vice of the United States, leaving a widow. 
she is entitled to what pay is due her hus- 
band and-a pension. If theie is no widow, 
the children of such volunteer are entitled 
to the pay, and a pension until they are 
sixteen years of age. 


4. If there is no widow, nor child un- 


der sixteen years of age, the other heirs or 
decendants are entitled to the pay due the 
volunteer at the time of his death.

tions with a view of ascertaining how many 
troops, cannon, &c., there were in that city, 
and what preparations are being made to 
resist an attack.

the Times says the repulse of the federals,

zeu in the full enjoyment of his rights, 
whatever may have been his symathiv.-s i n 
the present unhappy struggle, if he has not 
taken an active part in the cruel warfare 
which has been waged against to good peo- 
ple of this state by the ruthless enemies we 
have just defeated. I, therefore, invite all 
good citizens to return to their homes and 
the practice of their ordinary avocations, 
with full assurance that they and their fain 
ilies, their homes and their property shall 
be carefully protected.

Clothing for the Volunteers. 


Smith & Bostwick have to-day completed 


their contract with the state for 200 suits 
of clothing for the volunteers, and sent them 
to the quartermaster general's department. 
These suits are in every respect well made, 
of excellent material, (all wool at 90 cents 
a yard,) the coats lined with twilled jean, 
wadded and stitched, and the pantaloons 
lineti with the best heavy Atlantic sheeting. 
The cost of the suit delivered at the de- 
partment is $9. In every respect they are 
greatly superior to the same kind of articles 
furnished from New York at as great or 
greater cost. 


McKey & Bro. sent 150 suits last Thurs- 


day, of equal excellence, and Ben. Born- 
heim will send 50 suits in a day or two of 
the same quality and style. 


We are informed by one of the McKeys 


that while iu Madison he examined the 
clothing made in other parts of the state, 
and found it all of excellent workmanship. 


Mr. Smith says he would gladly take a 


contract for making the overcoats for $9, 
the material to be equal in quality to that 
used for the coats and pantaloons. This 
would bring the cost of the three garments 
at the price paid under the New York con- 
tract, while in quality of the cloth and the 
manner of manufacturing, the garments 
would be very much better. 


With this experience in home manufac- 


tures, there is little probability of any more 
eastern contracts. 
The experiment now 


made has, moreover, demonstrated the fact 
that even in the question of time our own 
dealers, by a proper distribution of orders, 
can furnish the clothing as soon as any of 
the eastern manufacturers. 


County Superintendent of Schools. 


By a law passed by the legislature of this 


state last winter, the office of town super- 
intendendant of schools was abolished and 
provision made for the election of county 
superintendents, at the election next No- 
vember, and biennially thereafter. 


In every county having fifteen thousand 


inhabitants and over, the county board of 
supervisors may, at any meeting previous 
to an election, determine that two svperin- 
tendants may be elected, and divide the 
county into two districts. 


Incorporated cities may by a resolution 


of their board of education, determine to 
bo exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
county superintendent. 


The compensation of the county super- 


intendent is to be fixed by the board of su- 
pervisors of each county, but where the 
population is over fifteen thousand, the 
law provides that it shall not be less than 
$600 per annum. 


We would call the attention of members 


of our county board to the provision allow- 
ing a division of counties into two districts. 
It will be for them to determine, aud if it 
is thought best to divide this county, it 
should be attended to without much further 
delay. 


The office is one of ™reat importance 


and requires peculiar qualifications. 
The 


attention of Ihe people should be directcc 
to the selection of a proper person to dis 
charge its duties.

DEAR GAZETTE :—As we have been out 


n drill all the forenoon, and I have just 
one up the work after dinner and got the 
eans for supper to cooking, I will use a 
ew moments now to let you know how we 
re.

They report 
he boys all well there, and they do certain- 
y look well, tough and hearty.

The movements of troops here, the num- 
er of troops in the field, the condition of 
hem, and all matters pertaining to milita- 
y operations on our part, are kept very 
lose.

I see by one of those that I receiv- 
d, that you have a nest of rebels even in 
lock couuty, and am surprised that the 
joys who are enlisting do not " clean them 
jut."

elvea. 


The Massachusetts boys, who are near 


us, say that Wisconsin has done better by

lalf an hour alter the regular train left St. 


jis, two regiments arrived at this place 


rom St. Louis—the 14th and loth Illinois 
egimeuts—and the 7th Iowa will be here 
o-day. 


Gen. Sigei and Maj. Sturgis are within 
5 miles from here and will be in to-day at 
heir encampment, about four miles from 
our camp, to the southwest. When they 
arrive, there will be in this place Geu. Sigel's 
brce, numbering seven thousand, Colone 
Stevens 7th Missouri regiment, Col. Wy- 
man's Illinois 13tb, and the 14th and loth 
Lllinois regiments, with the 7th Iowa regi 
ment, numbering, in all, ticelve thousanc 
men, which is considered equal to any emer 
jency that may happen here. When other 
•einforcements arrive, aud sufficient am 
munition, cannon and provisions, they wil 
again march on Springfield, with never n 
doubt but what they can hold it. 


Six pieces of cannon arrived last evening 


and troops are already engaged iu planting 
,hem in favorable positions and throwing 
Breastworks. Col. Wymau's regiment I d 
not believe will leave this place at any rate 
for two or three months to come, as im 
mense quantities of stores and ammunitioi 
are stored here, besides this being an iui 
portaut point iu Missouri, forming, as i 
does, a connection between St. Louis anc 
the southwest—aud Col. Wyman and hi 
regiment are the ones to hold the placi 
against all hostile attacks of the enemy, ot 
account of their being well acquainted will 
the country for twenty-five to fifty mile 
around Camp Eolla. 


Later news confirms Lieut. Beardsley' 


account of the battle near Springfield, whicl 
I gave you in rny last letter. 


Two companies of Home Guards havi 


formed two fine cavalry companies here.— 
Dr. McHall 13 the captain of the first, an<~

and Henderson first lieutenant, and A. P 
Curry second lieutenant, are of the 13th II 
linois regiment—the former from compan 
B from Sterling, and the latter from com- 
pany A from Dixon.
